““We have known of the hookworm 
for quite a while in Australia. Itis-a 
pest known only to the northern: part 
oi Australia, and it flourishes in the

‘@eedingly hot climate. I have never 
heard of it in other portions of our 
country. In Queensland its victims 
are’a class of shifthess persons who 
are addicted to the bad habit of eat- 
ing dirt. A hookworm patient is in- 
variably a dirt-eater, and the ailment 
is known‘as the ‘earth-eating disease.’ 
It has the same baneful influence as 
is noticed in the United States; the 
one affected loses vitality, his blood 
becomes thin. and impoverished and 
his aversion to labor of any sort pro- 


nounced. Whether~these poor crea- 
tures eat the earth because of the 
hookworm, or whether the parasite is 
a result instead of a cause, inhard to 
say. The two seem to go toge er.”
